THE BEGINNING OF BETTEB TIMES 


Tho prosperity of trade depends on 


tho condition of tho classes who arc en- 
gaged in production. ID tho United 
Stutei tho agricultural olass of produ- 
cers far surpasses in importance any of 
tho others. If we can show that the 
condition of tho farmers and planters 


an improving one it will follow that 


a corresponding improvement will be- 
fore long bo manifest in tho general 
trado of the country. When we speak 
of men in masses of millions, as wo 
must in discussing tho affairs of uuoh a 
nation as tho United States, we neces- 
sarily have to disregard a multitude of 
exceptions to tho general rule. 
Taking 


thu farmers and planters, wo do say 
that there is ample [statistical proof of 
tho foot that 'they arc bettor off than 
they haVo boen at any time for throe 
years past. Wo point, in tho first 
place, to tho quantities of wheat, corn, 
cotton, beof, obaoso hams and bacon 
exported; in the second plaoo to the 
prio«s'obtained for thoio artielta, not 
in the-port of New York, but at the 
places whore they wore produced, for 
the farmer has had the advantage for 
OTor a year of internal freights, low 
beyond precedent; tho third placo to 
tha lower rate of wages at which farm- 
ors and planters have this year procured 
thoir labor; and in tho fourth plaoo lo 
tho fact which naturally follows from 
tho three already mentioned, that tho 
import [of toa, toffee and sugar have 
boon larger in tho fiscal year, ended 
with Juno last, than in any previous 
year in the history of the country. 
In 


her dealings with tho United States 
Grout Britain boa proved a good CUH 
tomcr. While our imports from the 
Britinli Isles huvo been enormously 
curtailed, our exports to those regions 
have greatly increased since tho close 
of tho year 1872, 
In cither of tho 


three calendar years 1873, 1874 and 
1875, wo have found a market for more 
grain in Groat Britain than wo over 
did before. 
Much of that grain hag 


gone to reduce indebtedness, but, nev- 
ertheless, tho farmers who produced it 
have boon paid for it, and well paid for 
it, too.—New Yiirb Tribune.

the Capitol, 


INTERESTING 
CEREMONIES 


AT BALTIMORE. 


Foul Murder in 


TWO NEGROES HUNG" IN 


MISSISSIPPI.

WASHINGTON, November 20,—The 


rotunda of tho Capitol was thronged 
all day, yesterday, with people anxious 
to soo the body of tho Into Vice Presi- 
dent, which Uy in a glass casket decor* 
atod with flowers. 
Oa tho plate is tho 


simple inscription, "Ilonry Wilson, 
born February 1(3, 1812. 
Died No- 


votnbor 22, 1875." 


Tho funeral of Vioo President Wil- 


son took plaoo in the Senate chamber 
at half past ton, this morning 
Al- 


though tho weather was very unfavoia- 
blo, tho crowd was groat, and many 
wcro unable to gain admission to the 
building after 10 o'clock. The Sonato 
chamber was heavily draped in mourn*. 
ing, nnd immediately in front of tho 
Vioo President's =tablo tho catafalque 
was placed, the desks hiving boen all 
ramovcd from 
tho chamber, Seats 


wore arranged on the floor for the Pros 
idont and Cabinet, 
Supreme Court, 


members of tho Senate and House ot 
Representatives, and other prominent 
person*. 


At 10.22 tho body wns taken from 


tho rotunda to tho Sonato chamber, 
The cnsket was carried by twolvo sol- 
diers, and as BOOB aa it was placed on 
tho catafalque prepared for its recep- 
tion, two privates of the Marino Corps, 
in full uniform, took position at the 
head and foot and stood "at rest" 
throughout the entire service. Nu- 
merous crosses and crowns of white 
(lowers, sent to tho Capitol, this morn 
ing, by friends of the deceased, wcro 
placed on tho coffin. 


Aa tho body wns brought in the 


chamber all persons upon the floor nrosc 
and llov. Dr. Sundcrland read the pas- 
sage, "Lord make us to know thy 
ways," etc., and otbor selections ftotu 
the Scriptures. 
Soon after tho casket 


was placed in tho catafalque, the Presi- 
dent, accompanied by Secretaries Fish, 
Bristow, Belknap, Robeson, nnd Charl- 
dlcr, entered. Tho committee of ar- 
rangements nnd Massachusetts com- 
mittee, occupied Boats immediately in 
tho roar of tho Supremo Court, aod 
behind thorn were nearly all the mem- 
bers > of the diplomatic corps, bended 
by Sir Edward Thornton, who ie dean, 
or oldest continuous member of tho 
corps, and behind thorn wore citizens 
of Massachusetts, temporarily residing 
in Washington. On the otbur side of 
tho chamber the relatives of the de- 
ceased woro seated, in the rear of the 
President, and next to them members 
of tho Senate and House of Bopreaon 
tativos. 
Among others on the floor, 


wcro Adjutant 
General Townicnd, 


Quartermaster General Ingalls, Judge 
Advocate General Holt, and Assistant 
Judge Advocate General Dunn, and 
other army officers. The ohair of the 
Vice President was vacant and heavily 
draped in mourning. T. W. Ferry, of 
Michigan, president, pro torn, of tho 
Senate, oooupicd tho scat at Iho clerk's 
desk. Tho officers of tho Senate nnd 
of 
tho committee of arrangements 


wore white silk sashes, gathered on tho 
left shoulder, in black and white ros- 
ettes. Ia spite o! very inclement 
weather, tho larger part of those pres- 
ent wero ladies, Among those in the 
diplomatic gallery, woro Mrs, Grant 
Mrs. Fish, Mrs. Bolknap, nnd Mrs. 
Bristow. 


All being in readiness, Mr. Ferry 


announced that tho services would now 
bcgiu, llov. Dr. Sunderland, standing 
»t the clerk's desk, then read a brief se- 
lection of Scripture, nftcr which Eov. 
•I. K, Kinkin delivered «n nloquent 
discoutso. 
After tho nddress, prayer 


wan oOerud, and the benediction pro 
nounced by Dr. Sunderland.
